well known 


farmer, living five miles northeast of 
Warrensburg, and a son of Dr. John 
Bivins of this city, committed suicide 
this morning £by 
shooting himself 


through the head. The cause of the 
suicide is unknown as Mr. Bivins was 
a prosperous farmer and was highly 
respected in the community in which 
he lived. 


Testreday Mr. Bivins visited Deca- 


tnr and returned to Warrensburg in 
the afternoon. He talked with sbme 
of his friends and paid up his dues in 
full in the Odd Fellows lodge, and 
left for his farm, which is^the Weaver 
place and which 
Mr. Bivins has 


rented for several years past. 


This morning at ten minutes after 8 


o'clock the members of the family 
were startled by hearing two reports, 
the sound coming from the front of 
the house. Curtis Cowgill, the hired 
man, followed by Mrs. Bivius, rushed 
out of the house and on tho front 
porch found tho body of Mr. Bivins. 
He had shot himself with a 38 calibre 
revolver and the bullet had passed 
entirely through his head, e ntering at 
the right temple and coming out at 
the left tonipla. Mr. Bivius lived for 
a few moments but was not conscious 
and bled to death from his wounds. 


Dr. W. L. Melton, who had been sum- 
moned from Warrensburg, arrived and 
on examining the body found that one 
bullet Jiad not taken effect. The fam- 
ily heard two shots and the second 
one has not been accounted for. 


The shooting was ^not witnessed by 


any of the people about the farm but 
it was reported at Warrensburg that a 
fish peddler claimed to have seen the 
man shoot himself. 
The peddler, 


however, has gone his way and it was 
said this afternoon that he could not 
be found. Coroner Bendure was noti- 
fied of the suicide and Deputy Coroner 
Roy Bendure left at noon for the 
place. - 


Charles Bivins was about 40 years 


old. He was spoken of as having 
been an exceptionally reliable man and 
was held in respect by thoso who knew 
him. He was considered to be a pros- 
perous farmer. He was a member of 
Dove Lodge, No. COO, LJO. 0. F., 
of Warreusburg and also belonged to 
the Modern Woodmen, in which or- 
ganization he carried an insurance of 
$8000 and the Royal Circle, in which 
ho had an insurance of $2000.

The revolver,

thought, was purchased by Mr. Bivins 
when he was in Decatur yesterday. 


could probably not live with less of 
his original parts than Burns possesses. 
Part of his front is made of celluloid, 
his neck is supported by a plaster cast, 
his body is full of tubes, his left lung 
has been removed and his heart is on 
his right side. He is covered with 
scars and has been shot by shell and 
bullets and mangled by machinery.

TO CUT STEEL BEAMS. 


A Repent Electrical Experiment 


Chicnso Which Saved Time 


and Labor. 


During the reconstruction of an 


office building recently in Chicago an 
interesting use ivas made of the electric 
current hi cutting ia two a cluster of 
half a dozen heavy steel beams which 
it was necessary to remove. These beams 
were of the ordinary I shape and 15 
inches deep.

PRAINING CANAL PROBLEM 


After all the millions spent upon the 


Chicago drainage canal, there is n 
.possibility, if not a probability, tluit 
it will never bu put iuto practical use. 
The reason is that it is likely to lower 
the level of Lake Michigan. 
Colouel 


Marshall, the army officer in charge 
of the «ngiuuors office at Chicago, has 
expressed his opinion to the war de- 
partment that the operation of the 
canal will certainly havo this effect. 
This report has alarmed the war do. 
partmeut. It is mainly because of it 
that Secretary Alger 1ms gone to Chi- 
cago to look into tins canal project. 
Tho department lias already informed 
the canal company that itinuat put in 
i gate at the entrance of the canal, 
and that permission to li-t lake water 
in the canal must bo obtained irom 
Congress. 
Tho camil company has 


been counting upou gettiu;,' ih s per- 
mission from the department. It hud 
been arranged that the first inflow of 
water from the lake into the canal 
was to occur October 9, which is the 
anniversary of the great Chicago firo_ 
This program can not bo carried ont 
in view of the present attitude of the 
•war department. 
Congress will not 


meet until December, and it will be 
some tinia after the assembling of 
Congress boforo it will bo possible to 
got tho question of opening the cana1 


up for consideration. 


If tho canal should lower tho level 


of the lake great damage would If 
done to all of tho ports on the lake, ou 
tho Canadian as well as on the Ameri- 
can side. Canada would, of courso, at 
once protest, and a serious interna- 
tional queotiou would be tho result 
Secretary Alger during his stay in 
Chicago, will hoar all the parties con- 
cerned in tho canal enterprise, and 
will use every effort to get the opin- 
ion of ontsido engineers as to the re- 
sult ou the lake level of tho opening 
o£ the caual. Ha will then be in a 
position to make recommendations to 
Congress. In view of tho vast amount 
of money expended in tho construc- 
tion of tho canal 
it is probable that 


Congress will agree to the oponiug of 
tho canal gate only on condition that 
as soon as it is found that it lowers 
the lake to any appreciable extent the 
gate shnll be closed. 
Tho caunl has a 


capacity of taking in milliOHl of 
gallons of water a minute. A tre- 
mendous inflow is necessary in order 
to create tho needed current in the 
canal. Tlie engineers who have pre- 
dicted that this immense absorption 
of water will immediately elfect tho 
lake level havo rondo no definite 
computations. It is doubtful if any 
conld bo made. 
Practical experience 


will bo the only test. That the United 
States government could not afford to 
allow the continued operation of the 
caual if the lake level were lowered to 
any appreciable extant is obvious. 


elected mayor can afford to let any 
petty thing or reason swerve him from 
making the proper appointment.

EGYPTIAN BOTANISTS. 


I'lmut Hunting anil Collecting \V» 


m Fad in the Days of the 


Pharaoha. 


We hare historical proofs and actual 


records to show that in Egypt at any 
rate plant collecting abroad—i. e., in 
Arabia—took place thousands of yuars 
before the Christian era. Now let «s 
glance at the actual evidence. On the 
walls of a room in the great Temple of 
Karnac at Thebes there exist, perhaps, 
'.ho earliest art records ol plants in the 
world to-day. A series of exquisite 
carvings or sculptures adorn the walls, 
and these are representations of for- 
eign plants collected and brought home 
by Thothmes III. on his triumphant re- 
turn from a campaign in Arabia. These 
sculptured records show' not only the 
natural aspect of plant or tree but 
leaves and flowers; fruits or seed-pods 
are shown separately, as in our modern 
botanical works of to-day. 
Mr. W 


Flinders Petrie, the well-known Egyp- 
tian explorer and archaeologist, has 
taken casts and photographs of these 
wonderful old records, and some oi 
ihese may be seen in' the museum at 
C'airo, in the British museum and else' 
where. These sculptured pictures— 
for some were colored originally—must 
not be confounded with the actual dried 
specimens of Egyptian garden and wild 
plants that have been found preserved 
in the mummy wrappings of Almics I. 
Kameses II. nnd other great men ami 
in the graves discovered nt Dalscluir 
Sahkara and Dicr el 1'ahara. 


These actual flowers consisted of blue 


and white, lotus, poppies, .narcissus, 
grasses, palms, clover, barley, junipei 
p.tul other plants which grew anil flour 
islicd at least 2.0CO years bcfoie out 
Saviour was born at Bethlehem! Sam- 
ples of these actual flowers, as used ii 
the funeral wreaths of Egypt 
4,001 


years ago, may be. seen in the museum 
at Cairo, as well as in tho British mu- 
seum and at Kew. 


But let us return for a moment tc 


the stone pictures of Thothmes IIT. 
whose name can be spelled 20 or 3f 
different, ways. In Kawlinson's "An 
cicnt Egypt," page 
196, he says: 


"Thothmes noted all that was strange 
or unusual in the lands which he visited 
and sought to introduce the various 
novelties into his own proper country 
His artists had instructions to make 
careful studies of the objects, and tc 
represent them faithfully on his mon 
uments. "We .see on these water lilic? 
as high as trees, plants of a growth likt 
cacti, all sorts of trees and shrubs 
leaves' flowers and fruits, 
including 


melons and pomegranates." Birds anc 
beasts, also; 
herons and sparrow 


hawks, geese and doves are fairly mixcc 
up together. Above all. however, lei 
us read the inscription or legend Thotli 
mes put up alongside his stone picture.' 
gallery: 'Thus said the king, I sweai 
by the sun, and I call to witness mj 
Fatlier Ammon, that all is plain truth 
there is no trace o£ deception in thai 
which I have done. What the splcndic 
soil brings forth in the way of produc 
tions I have had portrayed in these pic 
tures, with the intention of offering 
them to my Fa.'ier 'Ammon as a me 
morial for all- tirw.'"—Amateur Gar 
dening.

The modern movem ent for promoting 


the study of the Irish language is not 
universally approve!?, even in Ireland. 
On one side are arrayed the forces of 
the Gaelic league, while prominent 
among those on the other side are two 
eminent Irish educationalists, Drs, Ma- 
hairy and Atkinson, both of Dublin 
university. The evidence of Dr. Ma- 
haffiy is perhaps somewhat discounted 
by his admission that he knows noth- 
ing of the Irish language. The attitude 
of Dr. Atkinson, however, is looked 
upon as a more serious matter, as he is 
probably the greatest living authority 
on the Irish language. His opinion, is 
that the mass of extant Irish literature, 
in which he includes modern folk-lore, 
is too indecent to be taught indiscrim- 
inately. This is a somewhat new ob- 
jection, and the Gaelic league are up in 
arms against the distinguished profes- 
sor. Meanwhile another weekly paper 
In Gaelic, to be called The Sword of 
Light, is about to be started. 


Dr. Atkinson's fctatpment has aroused 


Mr. Alfred Xutt, the well-known pub- 
lisher, and a member of the council of 
the Irish Text society, to a fine pitch 
of indignation. Mr. Nutt, who will not 
.even admit that Dr. Atkinson is the 
gi-eatest living authority on the Irish 
language—although he includes him 
within the first three or four—declares 
that no one wants to put unexpurgated 
Irish literature before boys and girls, 
and avers that the proportion of what is 
"indecent" is infinitely less than in the 
classical languages and in many Euro- 
pean tongues—which seems rather a 
begging of the question. 


Moreover, he declares that whnt of it 


may be called indecent is so because it 
is primitive, and not because it is cor- 
rupt—which, again, seems to be a not 
wholly satisfactory explanation. How- 
ever, every one will agree with Mr. 
Nutt that nothing should be easier than 
to make a characteristic selection of 
what is most remarkable in Erse and 
at the same time quite suitable for the 
use of the young men and maidens who 
are prepared to devote themselves to 
the study of ancient Irish. Again, aa 
Mr. Nutt very naturally points out, U 
all folk-lore were to be ruled out of 
modern use when, in its primitive form, 
it could be hardly used as a school text 
book, what would become of the "Ara- 
bian Nights" and other delights of the 
schoolroom?—London Chronicle.

ments and cooked his meals with her 
own hands. 
The wife of the 
com- 


manding general peeling potatoes was 
an ordinary sight during the campaign. 


On one occasion during the war the 


news caine into camp that the general 
had been taken ill 30 miles away, in the 
'midst of a country full of hostile na- 
tives and deadly with malaria. Without 
hesitation. Mrs. Joubert made prepara- 
tions to go and join her husband, and 
there is tittle-doubt that she would have 
accomplished her purpose had not more 
reassuring news come to hand. 


The war came to an early closeowing 


to the military genius of Gen. Joubert, 
and, it is not too much to say, his bet- 
ter half. The plans of the campaign 
from the time Mrs. Joubert arrived till 
the. camp was struck were talked over 
iit her dinner table, her sound advice 
and almost unequaled knqwledge ol 
Kaffir warfare being held in high es- 
teem. 


Although such a -warrior, Mrs. Jou- 


btrt is a true, woman. There is noth- 
ing masculine about either her appear- 
ance or manner. Unlike- most Dutch 
Afrikander women, she is slim, espe- 
cially when compared with the robust 
proportions of Gen. Piet Joubert. Won- 
deifully active, for her CO years, and 
over, she cumaccomplish as much hard 
work in an hour as town-bred women 
would in a week. 


Needless to say. she is immensely pop- 


ular among the burghers. To the sick 
she is ever ready tolend assistance, and 
many a dying man has blessi-d her min- 
ibtnaions. When not ou the warpath, 
Mrs. 
Joubcrt is singularly retiring. 


Mauy Pretorians have ne^er seen her, 
although she lives in their midst, in 
the tov,n hon^e of the general, off Mar- 
ket street. 
Her preference, however, 


is for the quiet of the farm, where she 
loves to remain until called forth to tlic 
battles of her country by wifely affec- 
tion.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Short Strike. 


The strike of tho drivers in the coal 


mines iu the Spriugfieid subdistrict is 
t au end, and ou Tuesday morning all 


| returned to work. The drivers were 
getting $1.73 a day, but demanded $2. 
The operators would not grant them 
the domaud aud the mines were idle 
for over a week. Tho strike was not 
sanctioned by tho minors' organization 
and after a conference with the offi- 
cers of the state organization the 
drivers decided to return to work at 
the old scale. 


The 17th annual report of the state 


bureau of labor statistics concerning 
the coal business in Illinois has just 
been published and contains some in- 
teresting figures in regard to tho coal 
product in Macon county. 


Iu Macon. county during the year 


1S9S 300,204 tons of coal were mined. 
Of this amount 204,375 tons were 
shipped, SS.4C3 tons were used in the 
city and 7426 tons were consumed at 
the mines or wasted. Of the coal 
shipped the different railroads trans- 
ported the following amounts: Wa- 
bash 118,310, Illinois Central C5.06 
tons, I. D. and W. 21,000 tons. : 
the county there are but tha thn 
mines, No. 1 and No. 2 iu Docatu 
and the Niautic mine, all cf which ar 
owned by the Decatnr Coal Co. 
tho total output for 1S9S 99,462 ton 
was iuitied% from No. 1, 111,602 ton 
from ruiuo No. 2 aud 89,200 from th 
Niimtic mine, making the total 
300,264, of which amount 230,887 ton 
was lump coal, while tho balance was 
other grades. Tho average receive 
for the lump coal per ton at the mini 
iu Decatur was $1.20 person, while i 
Niautic it was 78 cents. The tota 
amount of money received by tho com 
paiiy for coal in Macon county dariu 
the year of 189S was §289,761. 


The number of miners employe 


was 210 in Deeatur and 73 in Niautic 
making a total of 282; the number o 
other employes under ground iu th 
three mines was 43, and the uumbo 
of employes above ground was 19 
making a total of 344 men employe 
at the throe niinos. In Decatur th 
mines were in active operation SO 
days and at Niautic 225 days. Iu th 
throe mines there were 11 accident 
to employes, none of which were fata' 
Tho capacity of each of tho Decatu 
mines is given as 150,000 tons, whil 
that of the Niautic mine is given 
120,000 tons, making a total capacit 
in the county of 420,000 tons per year 
Iu tho district 19 metf were killed, bu 
noue of those fatalities occurred i: 
Macon county, 


Tho average price paid for hani 


mining per gross ton in Deoatur wa 
JO cents and iu Niautic 40 cents, mak 
ing an average in the county of 40. 
cents, which is above the average fo 
the district which is but 43.07 cents 
Up until this timo all the mining wa 
done by hand inMucon county but uo\ 
the Docatnr Coal Co. is preparing t 
put iu machines for mining the ooa 
at Niantic. 
These machines 
wil 


greatly lesson the amount of labor. In 
tho Decatur mines, however, it is no 
likely that the machines will ever bi 
used as the veins of ooal are fou 
inches iu thicknoss and tho machine: 
are not practical in mines where tho 
veins are less than five inches in thick 
ness.
